LOSS OF LIFE IS ENORMOUS. 

The loss of life in the battles of the 
Yast ten days has been the most ap- 
palling in war's history.

All except 
thirty of 2,000 British soldiers were 
killeé in the trenches when shelled by 
German artillery. Before Nancy the 
Frenen found 2,500 German dead and 
‘before Vitrimont 4,500. 

The French embassy announced that 
French troops, resuming the offensive 
yesterday in the region between the Vos- 
ges mountains and Nancy, inflicted se- 
vere losses on the Germans. 

The kaiser is hurrying reinforce- 
ments to his center army operating in 
toe direction of Nancy, a dispatch from 
Basle, Switzerland, states. These re- 
inforcements consist of three German 
army corps and two Austrian corps 
equipped with great numbers of heavy 
siege guns. 

TELLS OF NAMUR’S FALL.

permitting anything to become public. 

Since last Wednesday both British 
nud French troops have had time to in- 
trench themselves, and their artillery 
has been able to find the ranges over

in the next fighting. 

Reports that France has formed a 
new army of 250,000 to take the of- 
fensive against the German right has 
aroused much interest; they have not, 
however, been confirmed. 

A telegram from Basel, Switzerland, 
declaring that five German and Aus-

fort, France, has not been authenti- 
-eated nor has another report that the 
Germann have been obliged to with- 
‘draw a portion of their forces in the 
west to meet the Russian advance in 
the east.

The 5 iege of Paris in 1870. 


HE threatened onslaught of the 
Germans on the capital of France 
brings to mind the siege of 1870. 
Paris within the recollection of 
many of its inhabitants has under- 

gone all the privations of a siege and the 
Steps preceding the surrounding of the 
city in 1870 were much the same as today. 

After a series of defeats the French 
finally closed the gates of Paris on Sept. 
19, 1870. The Germans took up a position 
on the heights on the left side of the river 
and captured the unfinished redoubt of 
Chatillon. . By the Zlst the city was sur- 
rounded by the victorious inVaders. From 
that time on until Jan. 27, 1871, a city of 
almost 2,000,000 lived.cut.of from the 
world with only the most meager news 
of the events transpiting without the 
walls and with scarcely any means of lo- 
cating friends and loved ones -who,were 
in peril elsewhere. 

At the beginning of the slege Gen. 
Trochu, head of the French govarnment 
and governor of the city, had under his 
command 400,000 troops, while the Ger- 
mans had but 240,000; but the French were 
largely composed of untrained men, hur- 
ried levies who knew little of discfpline 
end whose officers were willing and brave 
but inefficient. 

Tt seemed to be generally thought that 

ot the inhabitants of the besieged city 
wished to fight to the last; that they were 
unanimove in desiring te hold out until 
sheer necessity caused a surrender. The 
French Parisian guarde fought fiercely, 
but there were several outbreaks ef dis- 
order within the city. 

— 

On Oct. 81 open revolt broke out. but it 
was suppressed. This increased the de- 
moralization of the city’s forces. Partial 
successes would be won by the French, 
but because of lack of discipline and train- 
ing they were unableto hold them. The 
bitter cold of the winter months afflicted 
the soldiers and the noncombatants alike. 

The Anm@rican consul of that time 
vy rites: 

A case of the terrible sufferings of a 
family living in the Avenue d’Italie was 
brought tomy notice.

Elihu B. Washburn of Chicago, father 
ef ex-~Mayor Hempstead Washburn, was 
the American minister to France.

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NATIONS FEARED

Unprecedented Movement of 
Grain {to Battling Na- 
tons Began Early. 


Buying of wheat supplies as far back as 
last May on an unprecedented scale by 
Germany and Austria is now admitted by 
American exporters and tenda to confirm 
the view the outbreak of war in Europe 
had been expected by the officials of the 
different governments concerned. 

Never in the history of the grain trade 
bas there been such a tremendous demand 
for wheet and flour as has been witnessed 
the past few months. With our record ) 
breaking Winter wheat crop prices were 
low, but the question of price apparently 
was a minor consideration, as forajgners 
still were buying wheat in amounts that 
} threatens to clog the transportation faetl- 
ities in this country even after prices had 
advanced sharply prior to the declaration 
t war. 


Germany Biggest Buyer. 

Germany was the biggest buyer, but 
Austria also bought freely, and at the 
outbreak of war millions of bushels of 
wheat were on ocean passage for those 
countries. It is believed pow that a large 
portion of the supplies of grain bought 
was taken on orders by German and Au 
trian officials, who gave them through 
brokers. The unusual character of the 
buying was indicated by the daily pur- 
chases, whether our markets’ were up or 
down. 

In July exports of wheat amounted to 

26,158,000 bushels, es against 9,897,000 
bushels for July, 1912. 
g Ordinarily, the Buropean buvers take 
wheat only on declines. Last spring and 
early summer brokers bought the wheat 
without putting any limite on orders, 


England Seizes Shipments. 

At the outbreak of the war England, 
having control of the sea, promptly cor- 
raled the wheat and flour afloat for the 
continental countries. Only a small por- 
tion of the wheat put to sea from Amer- 
ican porta for Germany and Austria was 
shipped in time to reach its destination, 
and the bulk of the grain has been divert- 
ed to English ports. As a result, Great 
Britain is well supplied with wheat, and, 
being the principal open market at pres- 
ent, is assured of ample supplies fot some 
time to come.

Trade figures showing the importa from 
and exports to other American countries 
for the fiscal year were also made pub- 
lic. This trade aggregated $1,303,000,000 
and constituted 30 per cent of the entire 
commerce handled from the porte. Only 
$347,000,000 of this was with South Amer- 
ica, however. 

Half of the imports of this country were 
from Brazil and 2 per cent from Arm 
gentina.' Nearly one-fourth of our ex- 
ports to South America went to Brasil 
and one-third to Argentina. Oniy 18 — 
cent of the ports of the principal south 
ern countries were furnished by this 
country.

PARIS AT NIGHT 
LIKE A VILLAGE 
Returned Chicagoan Tells 


of Closed Cafes and Des- 
olate Streets. 


WOMEN GRIEF MARKED. 


Paris at night is like a little village,“ 
said B. M. Winston, real estate dealer, 
who reached Chicago yesterday after 
being detained in France at the outbreak 
of the war. No cafés are open and the 
streets are as quiet as they are in Ko- 
komo by half-past 9 in the evening. 

“ The depression among the women and 
children who have been left behind in 
Paris is contagious. The appearance of 
the women, with worried expressions and 
tear stained faces, was one of the most 
pathetic I ever saw. Don't misunderstand 
me. They did not then know that their 
armies were suffering reverses. 


All Off for the Front. 
„But at that time, they were thinking 
only of their men, every last one of whom 
had to go to the front to face the German 
death. Of course the old men ane the 
children are left behind.” 
Mr. Winston said that despite their per- 
sonal feelings, the Frenchmen are unani- ) 
mously behind the govermmént. He be- 
lieved that at no time was the support 
of the cabinet so enthusiastic as it was at 
the time of the declaration of war and in 
the days when the army was advancing to 
the front. 

At the time I left,” he continued, the 
newspapers were printing hardly any- 
All they could 
publish was first limited by the generals 
who sent the dispatches and then by the 
official censorship which is, as we know 
over here, extremely severe. 


Most Stores Closed. 

“In Paris most of the stores are closed 
either part of the day or throughout the 
day. The people have no money to spend, 
and at the same time many if not all of 
the clerks have been obliged to perform 
military service. The Paris of today is 
as unlike the Paris that we Americans 
used to know as two things can be. It is 
not true, as has been reported, that the 
lights of Paris are out at night to avoid 
an attack by German airships. The fact 
that many of the stores and cafés which 
ordinarily are open nights are closed, 
however, makes the city darker.“

IN FATHERLAND 

Hundreds of Colonists Tied 


Ip in Berlin and Other 
German Cities. 


KAISER’S DENTIST ONE 


BY FREDERIC W. WILE. 

Binee my arrival in the United States 
a week ago I have been the recipient of 
numerous inquiries from fellow Chica- 
goans as to the fate of their relatives and 
friends in Berlin and other Germian cities. 

Unfortunately, I am not able to supply 
satisfactory news of their plight since the 
war began. 

There must be many hunéreds of our 
own party warbound in various parts of 
the fatherland. In Berlin, Chicagoans 
have long been prominent in the perma- 
nent residential colony of Americans, as 
well as in Hamburg, Munich, Dresden. 
and other leading cities. 

There were scores of Chicagoans, too, 
among the tourists caught by the war, 
but the latter, I venture to say, have. with 
true Chicago hustle, contrived to be 
among the first to reach peaceful fron- 
tiers or homebound steamers at Dutch, 
Scandinavian, French, or English ports. 


Kaiser’s Dentist Chicagoan. 

A Chicagoan who is certain to be seri- 
ously affected by the war is Dr. Arthur 
Newton Davis, the kaiser’s dentist, a 
graduate of the University of Illinois, 
who, with Mrs. Davis, has resided in Ber- 
In since 1805. 

Or. and Mrs. Davis were away on 8 
motoring tour in a newly arrived Ameri- 
can car when war broke out. I heard 
they succeeded in returning to Germany 
in the nick of time—probably just in time 
to have their automobile commandeered 
for military purposes. 

Dr. Davis isa great favorite of Emperor 
William aid through his imperial pat- 
rorage had become D. D. S. to practical- 
ly all of German royalty and aristocracy, 
including the crown prince's family. 

Mrs. Davis was formerly Miss Helen 
Proctor of Piqua, O. 


Clarks on Vacation.

beck (formerly Miss Schandein) of Mil- 
waukee; 8. Beach Conger of Grand Rap- 
ids, Mich., who represents the Associated 
Press at Berlin and who was arrested by 
the Germans while en route to St. Peters- 
burg ou the charge of being a Spy. He 
was released after three days’ imprison- 
ment at Gumbinnen and compelled to re- 
turn to Berlin. His family is tn Michi- 
gan: Frau von Gcntard (formerly Miss 
Busch of St. Louis); Arthur van Ewyk, 
singer, of Milwaukee, 

Guard Their Homes. 

A great many of,these people, especially 
those like myself who have lived in Ber- 
lin for many years, have their homes 
there. They vill doubtless stay to guard | 
them as long as poss ble. 

I was compelled to leave on such elev- 
entn hour notice, 
what I could lug in two hurriedly packed 
suit cases, trat.I left behind me all my 
household goods without exception. 

Whether I shall ever see them again 
scems extremely doubtful. The property 
of even a spy “suspect” is probably 
none too safe in war-mad Berlin, 

As to communicating with one’s people 
imprisoned in Germany, I can offer no 
reliabie advice. The German wirelces | 
staticn at Sayville, Long Island, is, I 
learn, receiving messages from Nauen, 
near Lerlin, at the rate of $1 a word, and 
is presumably ready to accept Messages | 
for Nauen at the same extracrd.nary 
rate.

The map was placed in position yesa- 
terday on the west side of the Tribune 
building, where the electric baseball scor- 
board was located a few years ago. It can 
be seen from Madison and Dearborn 
streets. The equipment which goes with 


the map was not all in use; but will be | 


ready tomorrow. It was not intended to 
use the map until. tomorrow, but the 
crowd which gathered in front of the 
Tribune building insisted that the move- 
ments of the armies be shown. 

Change in position of the corps are 
shown by squares on the large map. The 
equares are painted to represent the flags 
of the warring nations as well as the 
name of each: The warships are to be 
represented by markers shaped similar to 
the vessels. Colors of the facsimile ships 
will show to which nation they belong.

In the case of the candidates for major 
places on the county ticket each candi- 
date now hus an equal chance with the 
slate candidates, so far as preference of 
positions goes. 

In rotating the names of the 148 Demo- 
cratic candidates for county commission- 
er Mr. Stuart said he would group them 
as follows: 

Starting with the First ward, the Sul- 
livan slate of ten men will be first on the 
ballot. Immediately below them will | 
come the Hearst-Harrison slate of ten 
names. That will leave 128 other names 
to be rotated. They will be grouped in 
alphabetical order, twelve of ten each 
and one of eight. This will make fifteen 
groups of commissioner candidates, the 
Sullivan slate getting first place in the 
First, Sixteenth, and Thirty-first wards, | 


and the Hearst-Harrison slate going to 


the top in the Second, Seventeenth, and 
Thirty-second wards. The independent 
groups, by alphabetical order, will go to 
the top in each fifteenth ward following 
the first ward in which the respective 
Groups head the ticket. 


City Court Candidates. 

There are fifty-two Democratic candi- 
dates for the Municipal court nomina- 
tions besides the two slates.

TRACE MOTHER BY BAG. 


Coroner’s Physician Says Child 
Found in Basement of Fiat Build- 
ing Was Murdered. 


The baby found in a bag on Friday aft- 
ernoon in the basement of an apartment 
building at 1517 Kast Sixty-fifth street 
was choked to death. This was the opin- 
ion of Coroner’s Physician W. H. Bur- 
meister delivered yesterday at the in- 
quest.

Neither of the Daegling girls nor their 
mother, who live in the building, was 
present at the inquest, as the police are 
convinced they know nothing about the 
baby. It also developed during the day 
that the acquaintance of Melvin H. 
Sykes, the photographer, With the Daeg- 
ling girls dates back only four months. 

Mr. Sykes made this statement to Tax 
TRIBUNE: 

I have known the Daegiings only since 
last May. My relations with Miss Helen 
Daegling were at all times those ofa gen- 
tleman. Both the girl and her mother will 
vouch for this. I believe the incident is 
the result of a plot—that the baby’s body 
was placed there by some one with an 
uiterior motive.“ 

The inquest was continued until Sept. 12.

CALL RIVAL LORIMER AID 


The climax of Roger C. Sullivan's Chi- 
cago campaign for the Democratic homi- 
m tion for senator occurred last hight. 
A big meeting was held in the Coliseum 


Preceding the meeting there were four 
parades leading toward the big nalis from 
various sections of thecity. The parades 
for the most part consisted of automo: 
biles loaded with Sullivan adherents with 
their friends and families, It was said

THE DEFENSE OF OUR COUNTRY. 

The United States is unprepared to defend itself 
from the militant aggression of any first class power. 

We have two coast lines. One is approximately 
2.500 miles long. The other is about 1,200 miles 
long. They are separated by over 3,000 miles of 
land, by over 5,000 miles by sea, taking New York 
and San Francisco as the points of measurement, 
overland and by the Panama canal. If the canal 
were captured or destroyed our coasts by sea would 
be distant over 13,000 miles from each other. 

We say nothing of Alaska, nor the Philippines, 
nor the Hawaiian islands, nor even Porto. Rico. 
Let us assume that rather than accept war we would 
accept the loss of all these and fall back upon a 
defense of our home territory of the states. 

What are our means of home defense? 

First, our navy, which we have reason to believe 
is in the first rank of efficiency. In weight and 
numbers it is about the equal of the German navy. 
Massed in one action, we believe our fleet would 
defeat any navy but that of Great Britain. 

But the protiem of our navy is not to win in a 
single fleet action. It is to protect two coast lines, 
one of 2,500 miles and another of 1,200 miles, sep- 
arated by over 5,000 miles. 


It is not our purpose now to discuss the difficul- 
ties of this problem. Even laymen, if a little intel- 
ligent consideration be given its most obvious fea- 
turcs, will realize at least that it is a tremendous 


task and one which might very easily fail of ac 
complishment. Fortunately for us the difficulties of 
‘the would-be invader also are tremendous. Yet 
naval experts do not believe them insurmountable, 
and it is within the possible fortunes of war that 
an expeditionary force should reach our shores. 
Either a defeat of our fleet or its evasion would 


permit the landing of an invading army at any one 


of a hundred unfortified points on our coasts. 


It should be said here that what we call our 


_ “coast defenses” are merely harbor defenses, which 


would prevent the seizure of our principal ports by 
den and therefore have to be maintained, but do not 
protect the cities where they are located from cap- 


ture by land. | 


There are only two coast defenses, properly speak- 
ing—the navy and the mobile army. The navy is 
If the navy is defeated or eluded our 


our first line. 
defense depends entirely upon an active army capa- 


ble of meeting the invading force wherever it has 


landed. 


It has been estimated ly naval experts that in 
case of the defeat of the navy an efficient military 
government could land an army of 200,000 on our 


shores in from three to five weeks. 


To meet this force we have in the United States 
today, counting the force at Vera Cruz, perhaps 
85,000 regulars. The organized militia or national 
guard is theoretically numbered at about 110,000 


One of the serious factors of our defense situation 
is that in spite of the lessons not only of our past 
history, which we, like most peoples, neglect, but 

also in spite of the lessons of our own recent expe- 
rience of the Spanish-American war, we have no 
conception of how little these figures mean. One of 
the benefits that may be wrung by us from the Euro- 
pean catastrophe is a realization of the gravity and 
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als | claret: “To be prepared for war is one of the 


our civilization,

FOREIGN NATIONALISM AGAIN. 

A reader of Tun Tarom who is an ardent 
American, though born in Europe and of European 
ancestry, undertakes to answer a question pro- 
pounded in a recent editorial on the president's 
appeal for neutrality of public sentiment. The 
question was: What is creating hyphenated Amer- 
icanism?” What is stimulating even among the 
young born in America of foreign descent a tend- 
ency to draw race distinctions and think of them- 
selves not as Americans but as Irish-Americans, 
Polish-Americans, German-Americans, etc.? Our 
correspondent writes: 

“The answer lies in the training—not text book 
training, but cultural training—which these young 
men receive from their childhood. 

“Every one of the twenty or more nationalities 
which compose the population of Chicago, for in- 
stance, has its own nationalistic societies. In these 
societies the children are taught the language of 
their parents. They are taught the history of their 
nation, They are told of its glories. A list of such 
foreign societies in Chicago which mold the minds 
of the American born children of alien parents 
would run into hundreds. 

“Now apparently there is nothing objectionable 
about such foreign cultural societies and organiza- 
tions. They may be defended on a number of 
grounds. The trouble is that the language of their 
fathers and the history of the country from which 
their ancestors came are, in the cases of many such 
clubs, taught these children by men who are not 


merely teachers but propagandists. 


“The teachers of many such societies are mostly 
men imbued with a foreign spirit. They are often 
either sickly sentimentalists or else have made a 
failure of it in this country and, as is usual in such 
cases, ascribe this failure not to themselves but to

“It frequently happens in the foreign communi- 
ties of the country that the older men, those who 


themselves emigrated from the old world and still 
have a vivid remembrance of the tyranny and op- 
pression to which they were subjected in their na- 
tive lands, are better Americans than their sons 
who were born in the United States.

the countries from which they came, their sons, 
who have fallen under the influence of the foreign- 
American associations and the disgruntled teachers 
in these associations, have the countries of the old 
world painted to them as El Dorados, and the 
charms, privileges, and liberties of the new world 
underestimated.” 

Here is a social development certainly worthy of 
consideration. Perhaps the principal lesson it onght 
to teach us is that there is need for a propaganda 
of robust Americanism. Are American history and 
American principles and ideals taught with the 
conviction and fervor of a generation or two ago? 

We hope American patriotism will prove to be 
broad enough and large spirited enough to permit 
ndmiration for other peoples and their traditions, 
Yet our hospitality should not be 80 excessive as 
to allow other devotions to dominate the love of 
America, as it does in the case of those citizens 
who sometimes show a rather ungrateful willing- 
ness that we should shape our international pol- 
icies not with the single purpose of protecting or 
benefiting our own country but with the purpose 
of expressing their own foreign nationalistic 
enmities and sympathies. If it is unwise to con- 
tract “entangling alliances” for our own sake, it 
is worse than folly to create them for the benefit 
of foreign causes and alien national ambitions,

JULES VERNE’S FICTION AS FACT, 
[From the Minneapolis Journal.) 

Let him who thinks the dreamers have little 
influence on the world consider the life of John 
P. Holland, who died in Newark, N. J., last week 
at the age of 72, Born in Ireland, Mr.. Holland 
was a schoolmaster in this country when the 
Monitor and the Merrimac fought their epochal 
battle. This historic event and the reading of 
Jules Vernes “Twenty Thousand Leagues Under 
the Sea” led him to investigate the possibility 
of gubmarine navigation. After five years of 
experiments he evolved plans for a boat which 
he felt sure would solve the problem. 

Two boats were actually constructed to be 
used by the Irish revolutionists against Great 
Britain but they came to nothing. But he clung 
to his idea and in 1876, after nearly fifteen years 
of study and experiment, he submitted his plans 
to the United States navy department. The naval 
engineers reported them practical, but doubted if 
any one would risk his life in such a craft. So 
the department refused to go further. 

Undismayed by the decision, Mr. Holland re- 
tired to his shop and for eighteen years more 
continued working at his plan and perfecting it, 
until in 1898 congress made an appropriation of 
$200,000, and the first real Holland submarine 
was constructed. Because of criticism and inter- 
ference by the naval engineers, Mr. Holland 
withdrew his plans and built a boat himself. It 
Was so successful that the United States pur- 
chased it outright directly after the Spanish war. 

Jules Verne’s remarkable dream has come true 
and the nations today are fighting under the 
water as well as on it and in the air above it, 
The dreamers always come first, and then come 
the practical men who put the foundations under 
the dreams. After the submarine, the airship 
and the wireless, it would seem that little is left 
in the realm of the marvelous, but it is likely: 
that we are still on the surface und that there 


yet little concention. 
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eupreme test that the Germans have, for they 
have been fighting at home and defending strong 
fortifications, The Belgian army might prove 4s 
effective as an invading force as the German 
troops, but this remains to be proved. The losses 
of the German army have not served to check 
the great German military machine. The early en- 
gagements demonstrate the admirable discipline 
of the German army. Here is a nation that has 


not been at war for forty years and most of its 


army are men that have never been under fre; 
yet in time of peace Germany has trained sol- 
dierg which, according to the press reports, are 
equal in discipline to those who have served for 
years. The beginning of the Buropean war is 
not marked with such scenes as those that oc- 
curred at the battle of Bull Run.

The United States has about 60,000 soldiers 
who would face unflinchingly such a fire as has 
been poured upon the German troops at Liege, 
but it would require a year’s hard training and 
organization before we could put into the field 
anything like such a force as defended the 
forts at Liege or such as Germany is hurling 
across the French border. Never were the 
deficiencies of our military policy more apparent 
than at present, If the American navy should 
meet with defeat by any of the great powers 
now engaged in the European war, this coun- 
try could be invaded by an army of half a 
million before an army of equal strength could 
be recruited and put in the field. Even under the 
most favorable conditions a volunteer army of 
600,000 thrown together in the time that it would 
require to transport troops from Europe to this 
country would not be much more efficient than 
that raised at the beginning of the civil war 
or in the war of 1812. In time this nation might 
put in the field an army that would drive the 
Invaders from the country, but not until they 
had burned the national capital and overrun 
the country worse than the British army did 
in the war of 1812. While all the other great 
powers in the world have been developing their 
armies along progressive itmes, this country has 
contented itself with having a small but em- 
cient and widely distributed army. The regular 
army, which would scarcely form an advance 
guard in a war with one of the great powers, 
could hardly be mobilized in time to resist an 
invasion. 

All the other great powers have not only malin- 
tained a regular army at a high state of em- 
ciency but have strengthened it by a system 
of reserves. The reservists have been quickly 
called to the colors without demoralizing the 
standing army, as is always necessary in bring- 
ing the American standing army up to war 
strength. Not only the reservists at home have 
responded but those living abroad. Thousands 
in America, many of whom are American citi- 
zens, are seeking opportunities to join the colors 
of their organizations. 
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It ie reasonable to assume that if congress 
should provide a reserve for the regular army 
Americans would respond to the call of the colors 
with the same enthusiasm as the men of other 
nations. As has been frequently pointed out by 
officers of the army who have given the subject 
careful thought, this nation at a comparatively 
small expense, with the present regular army as 
the training school., could maintain half a million 
or a million reserves which could be called into 
service and mobilized as rapidly as the armies 
of Europe are now being put in the field. The 
absolute necessity of inaugurating some such 
system and strengthening the regular army is 
made apparent by the development in the Eurv- 
pean war. 

It is hardly less than criminal for congress to 
continue its present niggardly policy in dealing 
with the question of national defense. This 
country is not prepared for war. It is very for- 
tunate that the country appears to be in a con- 
dition in which it can be Kept out of the great 
struggle, for it ig not prepared to cope with any 
of the great powers on land. The navy is of 
sufficient strength to meet any of them with the 
exception of Great Britain, but the country has 
absolutely no army or means of raising one 
in time to be a factor in such a struggle. It is 
to be hoped that the European war will im- 
press upon congress the dangers of the present 
military policy and that some legisiation will be 
passed at the next session of congress to pro- 
vide the nation with an adequate land defense 
against a power of the first clags.

The impression that we are a people disposed 
to peace is negatived by our history. As Prof. 
‘Hart in his “ Foundations of American Policy” 
shows, there were sixty instances of actual or 
authorized use of force outside of our national 
jurisdiction previous to the Spanish-American 
war. In about forty of these the military and 
naval force has been used or displayed; about 
thirty times there hag been an occupation of 
territory, longer or shorter; in a dogen cases 
some of the territory thus affected has been 
eventually annexed by the United States. One 
thousand square miles of our territory have 
been gained by conquest. Upon 2,000 miles of 
frontier there have been mutual threats of war, 
and of our entire 5,000 miles of land frontier 
there is not one fvot which has not been the 
subject of dispute. To sum up in a sentence: 
Our national boundary history up to 1900 in- 
cludes eighteen seriously contested areas, four 
military seizures, two wars, five other serious 
crimes in which war was threatened, twenty-seven 
threats, three arbitrations, a dozen campaigns, 
besides uncounted dispatches, reports and reso- 
lutions, bills, and acts of congress. Since the 
time when Washington penned his farewell ad- 
dress, the area of the United States has more 
than quadrupled, and this enormous increase 
has been brought about rather by force and by 
threats of force than by righteous means and 
by fair purchase. All this is apart from the 
great contest of the civil war, of which Lord 
Wolseley said in his introduction to Hender- 
son’s “Stonewall Jackson that if the federal 
government had possessed at the outbreak of the 
war one single organized and disciplined army 
corps it would have saved the north the lives of 
half a million of its citizens and some 33,800, 
000,000. 

The skies are full of portents that we should 
heed, instead of hugging to ourselves the delu- 
sion that we are immune against war,

And yet everybody is just as certain 
that consumption develops in those who 
breathe bad air for a long time, and for 
those who have consumption the best 
treatment is the fresh air cure,

Up to the present time we can only 
judge of the harmfulness of air by the 
sense of discomfort it produces. The 
more vital processes affected by it cannot 
be observed since no one has discovered 
what is the substance that harms. No 
one has found a way to extract this sub- 
sta..ce from air and analyze it. No one 
has been able to make this substance in 
the laboratory and experiment with it on 
animals. 

As Prof. Tandall Hendersonsaid: “We 
have really at the present time no ade- 
quate scientific explanation for the health 
stimulating properties of fresh air and 
the health destroying influence of bad 
ventilation. The subject needs investiga- 
ting along new lines rather than a re- 
hearsal of old data.“ He wrote this in a 
paper in which he knocked to pieces such 
old ideas as that a man can take in an 
extra amount of oxygen by deep breath- 
ing.“ 


— 

Carbonic gas is harmful. In the course 
of this paper he proved that people can 
thrive in air in which the carbonic acid 
le many times the limit allowed by law. 
That 4 to 5 per cent carbonic acid in the 
alr sace is necessary to stimulate the 
lungs to breathe, and that the amount of 
carbonic acid in the atmosphere never 
gets high enough materially to affect 
this proportion, is one of the scientific 
facts that are quite well established. An- 
other ts that the amount of oxygen in 
the air does not make any great difference 
in it. 

Bert showed that whenever the blood 
of an animal contained one-third more 
than the normal quantity of oxygen the 
‘animal died—drowned in oxygen. This 
looked serious until other observers 
showed that animals breathing pure 
oxygen took up no more oxygen than 
animals breathing ordinary air. They 
were not drowned in oxygen because, 
though led to water, they would not drink.

Nineteen years ago the Smithsonian lin- 8 


stitution issued a paper on ventilation 
that has had much to do with starting 
the discussion of ventilation. In that 
paper Bergey said he had failed to find 
the poisons in breathed air which the 
French writers said were there. Of 
course, he said that breathed air was 
harmful. In order to have an explana- 
tion he said it was harmful because it 
had lost tome of ite oxygen and had 
picked up an excess of carbonic acid. 

Now comes another Smithsonian paper 
unteaching the teachings of the first 
paper and striving to analyze the benefits 
of air for consumptives, for everybody 
knows there are such benefits,

Priestly discovered oxygen. Priestly’s 
daughter, Mrs. Finch, contracted con- 
sumption, and her physician, Dr. Bed- 
does, was anxious to avoid the noxious 
influence of oxygen. He sent Mrs. Finch 
to @ cow stable to live. The stable was 
12x20x9 feet, and her bed was a cot a 
few inches from the ground and set in 
an alcove, where there could be no draft 
and not much fresh air. 

Three cows were kept in the Stable. 
Mrs. Finch lived in this stable in the win- 
ter of 1709 and in the summer of 1800. 
She wrote: “I avoid colds and night alr 
and I am more than ever &@ frfend of the 
cows,” 

Later on Beddoes wrote that he found 
it impractical to send patients to live in 
stables. Therefore, he worked out à plan 
to prevent fresh air in houses. Double 
doors and double windows were added 
to the bedroom. The fireplace was bricked 
up around the flue of a cast iron stove 
for giving out heated air.“ 

Strange that the daughter of the dis- 
coverer of oxygen should have had any 
pam in the old walled-in treatment of 
consumption and the ventilation customs 
of the people so largely responsible for 
the wide distribution of the disease.

The United States weather bureau has 
reported dense fogs when the relative 
humidity of the air was as low as 52 
Nevertheless the climate of Californi 
west of the coast range of mountains is 
not a dry one and it is not well adapted to 
those diseases which require a dry cli- 
mate. However, one must remember that 
California is a very large state, with a 
very great variety of climate. 

It is only a four hours’ ride from the sea 
more at Long Beach to the Imperial 
valley country, where the humidity is ex- 
ceedingly low and the atmospheric pres- 
sure somewhat higher than at the sea 
level. 

Ten years ago Dr. Sohon proposed that 
the arotic climate be utilized for the cure 
of consumption. The obstacles to be over- 
come are 80 great that no practical use 
hes been made of the suggestion. Hins- 
dale thinks there is reason to believe 
that it would be a good suggestion. The 
alr is free from dust and germs. The 
people do not have colds, catarrhal con- 
ditions, or pneumonia. 

In order to overcome the cold it is 
necessary that a man should eat very 
heavily and that his diet should include 
@ great deal of meat and fat. A heavy 
diet including a great deal of fat and 
meat is good for the consumptive.

The cold air contains no moisture; in 
fact, the absolute humidity of the arctic 
air is lower than that of desertair. The 
sun's rays in the arctic contain a maxi- 
mum amount of the actinic and ultra vio- 
let rays. Theoretically, there ts every 
reason to think that an arctic residence, 
especially during the summer season, 
would be most beneficial for a consump- 
tive, but there is no way to make it feasi- 
ble. A journey in the cramped quarters 
of a ship with lack of sanitation ans 
ventilation would have disadvantages 
more than great enough to offset the ad- 
vantages. 

While cases of pulmonary consump- 
tion do best at high altitudes in dry air 
where there is & maximum of sunshine 
and a minimum of fog, other kinds of 
tuberculosis do best at the seashore. 

The American Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis at 
ite meeting in 1906 passed the following 
resolution: 

“ Resolved, That in the opinion of 
members of this association, hospitals 
and sanitaria should be established out- 
side of cities, either in the country or on 
the seashore, for the treatment from its 
incipiency of tuberculosis of bones, 
joints, and glands in children.”

In France, Italy, England, and the 
United States the tendency is to treat 
such cases as the above in open alr sani- 
taria, located right at the water's edge. 
In Switzerland excellent results are had 
in the treatment of these cases by the 
sunlight and air treatment given on the 
porches of sanitaria located high up in 
the Alps. But, then, Gwitzerland has no 
seashore. 

The children at a seashore place live 
exposed to the air of the sea day and 
night, summer and winter. Under the 
stimulus of the cold they develop great 
appetites. The sun's rays are not as 
rich in ultra violet as in the mountains, 
but they are richer than are those of the 
dirty air of the city.

In France they have been sending 
tubercular children to seashore institu- 
tions for fifty years. In the last twenty 
years these institutions have cared for 
more than 60,000 children with the fol- 
lowing results, according to Dr. Brannan: 
Cured, 50 per cent; decidedly improved, 
84 per cent; total of favorable results, 84 
per cent; cures in Potts’ disease, 32 per 
cent. (Potts’ disease is tuberculosis of 
the spine.) Cures in glandular tubercu- 
losis, 74 per cent.

In order to get the best results in infan- 
tile tuberculosis the French and English 
sanitaria have proved that treatment 
should begin early. The disease is con- 
tracted during the milk drinking period. 
Most of the children that are to be in- 
fected are infected by the time they are 
2 years of age. Two years of is the 
best time to begin the sanitarium treat- 
ment of tuberculosis in children. Hins- 
dale says much can be done with a tuber- 
culosis case if taken young.

LONDON, Aug. 20.—The gigantic seri- 
ousness of the struggle on which England | 
hea entered has been more fully realized 
in the last week, and the idea that this 
is a life and death struggle is passing 
from a mere phrase to a conviction based 
on fron facts. The first thing w 
brought home this realization was the 
withdrawal of the English forces owing 
to the failure of the confident hope that 
Namur would hold out longer. 

The one bright spot was the splendid 
pra very of our troops and their nn 
defense of the ground inch by inch before 
immensely superior forces, Now comes 
the first public announcement of what lay 
behind Earl Kitchener's speech when he 
proclaimed the idea that all the resources 
of this world- wide empire would be called 
tn to defend England’s cause. 


Like a Thunder Crash. 
It was thought at the time that he was 
: referring only to the spiendid promises of 
delp from the great dominions and to his 
intention to begin immediately to recruit a 
gecond new army, to be followed by a 
third, but the announcement that Indian 
troops were to be summoned to the essist- 
ance of the English troops came like a 
trash of thunder and revealed a grim de- 
termination to fight this struggle out til! 
g@ successful finish. 

It is evident now that Germany has to 
count on a war which will not be finished 
by any coups, however successful, on 
French soil, and that England, as in 
the days of Pitt’s struggle with Napoleon 
will go on and yet again go on forming 
combinations, until German militarism 
and overlordship of Europe are brought 
to an end. It is possible that meantime 
English army after army may have to 
éash itself against German guns, but an- 
other army will follow, until they have 
finally exhausted the foe. This reduces 
to comparative insignificance even ac- 
tual events on the continental field of 
battle, but these events are serious 
enough. 


Germany Near English Shores. 

Germany may reach Paris within a 
short time and possession by her of all of 
northern France brirgs her close to Eng- 
lsh shores, and this in turn, may threaten 
such performances on English cities as 
those of Zeppelin's bombs in Antwerp. 
But the resolution of this country rises 
higher with every such event. Churchill 
took the first step towards the threatened 
danger from the continental sea coast by 
defending Ostend and bringing the fleet 
once again as a momentous factor In de- 
ciding the issues of war.

In short, all England today is 
one. The conflict becomes more embit- 
tered by apparently veracious accounts 
et shooting outrages by ‘aman troops 
n Belgium and Alsace-Lo:raine. Indeed 
Alsace-Lorraine in addition to being the 
final French goal in this struggle has also 
Played into the hands of the Germans 
who, reckoning on French sentiment di- 
lecting the first blows in the lost pro- 
vinces sent but a small force to that point 
and concentrated on France’s northern 
‘rontier, so bearing down by sheer weight 
of numbers the French and English 
forces. 


To Be a Long War. 

Thus proof accumulates that this will be 
a long war and that no side can surrender 
until it is beaten down by hopeless ex- 
Laustion. Recruiting for a second new 
army is already beginning and now that 
the seriousness of the national peril is 
thoroughly realized it will go on more rap- 
Ely. There is some talk of establishing 
@ temporary conscription, but Asquith, 
amid Liberal cheers, has declined to con- 
sider any such proposal. 

A concerted attempt throughout the

iurther enthusiasm has not yet been tried, 
owing to the satisfactory. rapidity with 
which Kitchener’s first 100,000 rolled up.

Finally there was the will of the late 
Lord Grimthorpe, the most famous par- 
liamentary lawyer of his day. He had an 
estate of over $20,000,000 to dispose of. 
But instead of making one will, he was 
in the habit of jotting down on slips of 
paper his testamentary directions. Some 
800 of these slips were discovered, besides 
a couple of hundred letters or 60 con- 
taining other testamentary directions, 
many of them being of s contradictory 
character. Added tothie there were ten 
big claimants and about three score other 
persons, some of them hailing from the 
United States and Canada, who imagined 
that they had beneficiary interests in the 
estate, their pretensions being in several 
instances confirmed by memoranda of the 
old peer.

Tin Lined Andes Enrich the World. |

ORURO, Bolivia. Aug. 29.—Tin is now 
king in Bolivia. This country once pro- 
duced one-third of all the silver mined in 
the world. It is now turning out more 
than one-fourth of all the tin, and it has 
such vast deposits of that mineral that 
it will some day drive the mines of 
Malaysia and Cornwall out of existence. 
Tin is found almost everywhere in the 
western chain of the Andes. It is mined 
on the high slopes about Lake Titicaca, 
and there are great tin deposits in the 
main ranges or the Cordillera Real and 
its numerous spurs. 

oe 

Right here in the heart of the Bolivian 
plateau, eight hours’ ride by train from 
La Pas, is a tin mine, out of which they 
have been taking the ore for generations. 
The mine has 4 tunnel that starts into it 
out of the heart of the city, and one has 
to walk through this less than half e 
mile before he comes to the workings. 
These have been extended to a depth of 
700 feet, with solid tin all the way. No 
one knows how far down the ore goes. 
The mine was worked by the Spaniards 
for silver, but later on changed from sil- 
ver to tin and the bulk of the product is 


now in that metal. 


eo 
The tin ore lies in veins between layers 
ot rock. It is the meat of a mighty stone 
sandwich that has to be blasted out and 
carried to the surface. There the great 
chunks of tin and rock are broken to 
pigges and sorted over by Indian women, 
who pick out ali the ore that will pay to 
away for reduction. 
5 rogers here I visited this mine. 
Back of the buildings containing the ma- 
chinery of its main works are mounds of 
broken stone and piles of valuable ore. 
The mounds look like gravel. They are 
the waste of the mine, having only about 
1 per cent of the metal. The good ore 
looks like that of silver or lead. Itis 
so dull in color that no one would imagine 
that it could produce the shine one finds 
on a new dishpan or wash boiler. 
I spent some time watching the Indian 
women at work. The ore comes out in 
chunks, some of which are ten times as

Today the company is using coal ats 
cost of about $850 a ton. It has installed 
the most modern machinery, and it is 
saving money by employing anthracite 
gas engines that give a 70 per cent fuel 
efficiency, using one pound and a half of 
anthracite per horse power per hour. 
This saves a great deal in a region where 
the coal freights from the seacoast are 
from $25 to $30 per ton. 

— 

A German mechanic named Kemp 
opened a mine when tin was selling for 
$1,100 a ton. He had no trouble in dis- 
posing of the property to a Chilean syn- 
dicate, which paid him $100,000 in cash 
and an equal amount in the shares of the 
mines, which were then estimated at par. 

Kemp had no knowledge of the value 
of money and he supposed that his $100,- 
000 would last him forever. He took it 
and went off to Europe. He spent right 
and left and within less than two years 
his fortune was gone. He then came 
back to Chile, expecting to get another 
$100,000 by the sale of his stock. In the 
meantime the price of tin had fallen, and 
the shares that Kemp took at par were 
each worth 16 cents instead of $5. He 
thought he had been tricke and threat- 
ened the company with a lawsuit. The 
officials replied that there was now no 
money in mining and that he could have 
the property back as a gift. He took it 
and for a time almost starved. He could 
not get enough food for his Indian labor- 
ers. Then the price of tin rose and he 
was able to recapitalize the mine. He 
organized a new company and the shares 
are now above par. Those which Kemp 
has, at their face value, are worth at 
least $125,000.

Income Basis of a Bond. 


If you loan $1,000 on a mortgage at 6 per 
cent you pay over the $1,000 to the bor- 
rower, possibly deducting a commission, 
and receive in return the mortgage and 
note. But if you buy a 6 per cent bond, 
perhaps you will be told that it is selling 
on a 6% per cent basis, that is, at a price 
to make its net yield 5% per cent. If the 
bond has ten years to run, you will pay 
$1,018.80 for it. If it has fifteen years to 
run, the price will be $1,024.90. 

The bond dealer determines the figure 
by consulting a book of bond tables. If 
you try to figure out this net yield yourself 
you probably will not reach exactly the 
same result as that which he gets from 
the table. It may be a question open to 
agreement whether you or the bond tables 
are correct. 

The result in the bond tables is ex- 
plained in the following way, taking the 
ten year period: The bond is to net you 
5% per cent. You pay $1,018.80 for it. 
When you cut off the first $30 coupon, part 
of it is interest and part must be consid- 
ered a sinking fund to retire $18.80 of the 
principal. The interest on $1,018.80 at 6% 
per cent is $29.29. Your coupon is for 880, 
and the 71 cents balance is supposed to 
be reinvested at 5% per cent with the 
interest on it compounded semi-annually. 
When you cut the next coupon the princi- 
pal of your bond is reduced by 71 cents 
and you take 5% per cent of $1,018.00 as 
interest and apply the remainder to re- 
tiring part of the principal.

advertising should be curtailed. 


But each line has its own unique “present conditions.” 
Such a question involves several forms of advice. 


a. — 


These are boom times in some lines. Many factories are 
overwhelmed with orders. Some face a demand far beyond 
their capacity. 

Some cater largely to farmers, and farmers in general 
seem this year to be getting rather more than their share of 
prosperity. The farmer with full pockets finds nothing too 
good for him. He's a magnificent spender. 


These fortunate advertisers who are oversold can very 
wisely cut down on their advertising. There is no virtue in 


selling more than one can deliver. 


There are other lines imported, or requiring imported 
materials, on which there is stoppage of supplies. 


There are lines which for these, or other transient 
reasons, sell now at abnormal prices. There are lines sold 
at fixed prices, on which advancing costs have decimated 
profits for a time. On all such lines one might advise cur- 


tailment in all forms of salesmanship. 


But “present conditions” in general mean a degree of 
depression, a shade of uncertainty. And the query is, if in 
such situations advertising should be curtailed or stopped. 
By all means, no. Should a runner stop for a rising 
grade, or a swimmer for an adverse tide? If they did, where 
might their rivals in the race be when they started up? 


Advertising ought to be the cheapest salesmanship. 
Also the most efficient. If it is that, then it is the last force 
to reduce. If it isn’t, then it needs, in good or bad times, 
rehabilitation. 


In national advertising our most prosperous times come 
during business depression. Then is when men who are on 


the right lines fight hardest. Then is when waste is elimi- 


nated, and the cheapest and best methods are used to the 


Sak.

have always been the best patronized. Why should we seck 
for dull newspapers? 


In any event, the average woman is not a great reader 
of war news. Her favorite pages in the newspaper remain 
about as ever. She is the household buyer. And the ma- 


jority of advertising—even on men’s things—depends on its 
appeal to her.

No, these are not times to cease advertising, save under 
rare conditions. The harder the fight the more one needs his 
best weapons. The more quitters there are the more there is 
for the rest of us. And we who keep ready and active and 
fit—who keep in the thick of things, dull times and good 
will hold immeasurable advantage when the tide comes in.

Averys Bruncaze, carrying the colors of 
the Chicago Athletic association, won the 
ali around championship of the Central 
Amateur Athletic union at Grant park 
yesterday. The sturdy Cherry Circle 
athlete, who won the title when it last 
was competed for in 1910, gathered a total 
of 6,671 points in the ten events. 

Harry Goelitz of the C. A. A., the for- 
mer Cak Park High schoo! star, took sec- 
ond place with a total of 5,859. Alfred H. 
Hutchinson, a former Cornell etudent 
competing as an unattached entry, took 
third place with an aggregate of 5,680. 


Others Make Poor Showing. 

These three were the only ones of the 
field of six to make any showing, the at- 
tempts of the three remaining contest- 
ants proving farelal in some of the events. 

J. Guyon, the Indian from Keewatin 
academy, and C. W. Bachman of Notre 
Dame failed to appear. 

Conditions were not favorable for fast 
time. The track was heavy from the 
rain of the day before, while the take- 
offs for the jumps were in the same atate. 
Under these circumstances a feat by Joe 
Loomis of the C. A. A., who was compet- 
ing in the open meet held in conjunction 
with the all around event, is worthy of 
special mention. The long legged ath- 
lete got away to a fine start in the 120 
yard sprint and won the final heat in 
1145, equaling the world's recored.

Although the weather was dull at the 
start, the sun shone later and a crowd 
of about 2,000 surrounded the track.

In the 100 yard dash and broad jump he 
was third, while in the mile he finished 
fifth.

Next year at Apawamis 
he was defeated by Fred Herreshoff, 8 and 
2 while in 1912 he went to the final round 
for the frat time, losing to Jerome Tray- 
ers in their memorable match at the Chi- 
eago Golf club. Last year at Garden City 
“ Chick was eliminated in the semi-final 
round by J. G. Anderson of Boston. 


Evans in Great Form. 

Evans’ play in the western champion- 
ship at Grand Rapids was the best he 
ever has shown and quite equal to that 
of any of our leading professionals. 
Later he took second prize in the national 
open championship at Midiothian and the 
experts who watched his great work there 
en the final day freely admitted that the 
Edgewater amateur was the equal ofany 
professicral in America, his only weak- 
ness being his putting. 

Chick is the main hope of the west, 
but the field this year is an exceptionally 
good one. In the east interest probably 
will center in the piay of Jerome Travera 
aud his prospect of setting another record 
by scvring a fifth win of the title he at 
present holds. 

The field is thoroughly representative, 
containing nearly all the players who 
have made golfing history during the 
last few years. Veteran Walter J. Travis,

The line should be kept dry when not in 
uss. a Une has been thoroughly 
dried out it 1 well from time to timé to 
rub over ita preparation made by meiting 
Together two-parts of ‘tallow and one of 
vaseline.

The Ane should be from thirty-five to 
(fifty yards in length. The longer line 
has greater bulk on the reel and can be 
‘wound up more quickly. In cutting of 
the leader—perhaps several times a day 
the lenght of the line is being constantly 
diminished an@ some surplus should be 
‘allowed for this, as well as fora lessening 


In length from breakage. For the right- 


ful way to remove a leader is to cut off the 
line close to the leader. Usually the 
leader, caught on a trcetop, will break 
before the line, but not always, especially 
in the old age of a line. Theselection and 
use of leaders requires a nice and experi- 
enced judgment, for an interior line may 
do, but an inferior leade w ll never do. 

For the benefit be youngest rcaders it 
‘may be well to say that leaders are made 
from material exuded by « worm. Thies 
material is called gut, and is something 
like the ber ot the silkworm. It is pu 
up in strands of 100 in a package, the 
length being from a few ches to two 
feet. The longer the strand the more ex- 
pensive. In its natural state it is of a 
bright white color, but is frequently col- 
ored. Argument ia made that its natural 
color is too conspicuous and bright and 
Hable to frighten trout. have never 
been able to determine thie matter. At 
the same time I! prefer a mist colored 
leader, one of light green er bluish tint, 
and not too dark. This coloring takes off 
the glaring obtrusivceness of the natural 
color. You may be able to get good 
atrong material, already colored, but 1 
never had this luck. 

The angler ambitious to attain the 
highest efficiency should by all means 
make his own leaders. He should do this 
for the same reasons that impel a great 
painter to mix his own colors. 

A stock, a store, or ready-made leader 
ia Hable to be a fraudful production. In 
the first place, it may be in a state of 
senile decay from old age, and in the next 
place it is never made right. 

A leader of medium sized materia! is 
tue best. The fiber, like rubber, de. 
teriorates some with age, even when no: 
used. Strands that were strong enough 
last year may not be strong enough this 
year. I have never had good satisfac. 
ben ip using year old leaders, although 
some of them may do. 

Strands should always be tested before 
using. 

— 

First soak the material well, and theo 
take an end in each hand and pull on 
it with considerable force. If you can- 
not break it without hurting your Singers 
with the strain, it is strong enough. Even 
a test, somewhat less severe, may be 
enough. The knots in a leader can be 
tested the same way. A proper leader 
should be able to endure a dead weight 
of several pounds without breaking. 

To color leaders soak the material, or 
the leader, after it is made up, over night 
in a basin of water to which has 
been added writing fluid in the pro- 
portion of a tablespoonful to a pint of 
Test this out by experiment until 


vou get the right mixture. The glary 


whiteness of the leader should be changed 
If the leader 


comes out too bright you can remedy 
this by adding a little more ink to the 


mixture and resoaking. 

I generally use for leaders strand’ about 
fcurteen inches in lefth. These can ve 
bad at small cost, and you are ready to 
make your own leadera. A hundre:l 
strands will make about ten or eleven 
leaders of the right length. This will an 


mer your personal wants for a week's 
| fehing. 


But for such a trip take twu 
“ hanks,” of leader material, one for your 
own use and one for the angler who will 
inevitably go with you, and who never 
carries above two store leaders with him 

It ia likely that within two or three 


_ hours he will lose one of these on a trout 
| and another on a tree and you will then be 


in a position to impress upon him the ad- 
vantages of superior foresight by be- 
stowing some of your surplus upon him 
You may sometimes use a single leader 
fo three days, and then again may lose 
three leaders in as many hours. ‘The 
prevident angler goeth forth with meny 
leaders prepared to command all ocia- 
sens.

This leader will have no loops on it, and 
but two parts, one leader, straight from 
the line to the fiy, and the other shorter 
and making nearly a right angle with the 
first. From the end of the dropper to the 
lower ena of the main leader the distance 
will be from three to four feet. 

The entire principle of the thing is 
wrong. The dropper files are hung on 
the little loope close to the end of the 
leader, where the leading fly is tied. All 
these flies are given exactly the same 
effect when they strike the water. They 
all fall into the water in a heap at the 
gume time, with no individuality. 

The theory is that the angler will tie, 
say, a Grizzly King on the end, a Reu- 
ben Wood on the next loop, and a Brow 
Drake in the next. Imagine the disdain 
of a fine old trout who sees tnis aggre- 
gation of variegated flies dumped down 
over him. Whatever he might think of 
one of the dies alone, he certainly will 
shun them when bunched together. It is 
not natural for several kinds of fies to be 
found alighting on the water and hold- 
ing this kind of a messmeeting. in pur 
suit of domestic happiness two Reuben 
Woods might drop on the water togetner 
but not a Reuben Wood and a Brown 
Drake, and a Grizzly King. 

A slight study of trout inhibits this kind 
of a leader. 

Let me tell you about the Plover lead- 
er, the result of many years of experiment | 
and experience. 

It calls for two Hes only—one at the | 
end amd one for the dropper or short | 
side line. Another ny might be added, | 
but would be of little vaiue. 

One great secret of fly fishing is to make 
the fly strike the water and continue its | 
course on the water, in a natural man- 
ner. A Hy may not lock like anything | 
in nature, but t should have. as tear as 
may be, a natural action and movement. 
It should be made to drop on the water 
with a liaht and feathery touch, and the 


subsequent movements should be rea- 
sonable and graceful, not K and lum- 
bering.

can do this without sinking. A little 
wriggle at the stage is very attractive 
to trout. Then it should be retrieved so 
as to skim the water gentiy. It Should 
not be dragged from the water with wh.p- 
cracking v.gor, making the water fly in 
every direction, but softly and sweetly. 
Now in casting with the Plover leader, 
while the end fly may be dragging awk- | 
wardly .m the water, the drupper fy is | 
gently skipping along the surface, with 
a much more natural motion. 

Once in a while trout take to a sub- 
merged fly, but not all of hem will have 
thie humor at the same time. With the

HIS poem was written by Robert Browning when 

he was on a boat traveling along the coast of 

Africa. He wanted to give to us a picture of 

a galloping horse carrying his rider swiftly 

along the road and he has told this story so 
vividly and described his details so accurately that 
he makes us feel this to be a matter of history, when 
it really is only an imaginary story which he has cre- 
ated. 

Once upon a time there were three friends who 
were anxious to carry good news from Ghent to their 
own home town of Aix, and so they galloped away 
on their strong horses. It was midnight when they 
started, and the watchman who undolted the city 
gates shouted out, “Godspeed.” The strong stone

walls echoed his words as the men galloped through. 
On and on they rode through the darkness. “Speed!” 
seemed to be their watchword, for they were al) 
anxious to save their city. They never spoke a word 
to each other, but their horses kept up a steady pace. 
Side by side they rode on through the night. 

A man who tells the story rode on a strong horse 
named Roland. He loved his horse dearly and the 
horse seemed to understand his master and feel that 
he must go with good speed. So when the rider 
turned in his saddle and tightened the girths and 
rebuckled the check strap, the good horse never 
slackened his speed, but ran steadily on. 

From the time they mounted their horses, at the 
setiing of the moon, until early morning, they rode 
on without speaking a word until they heard a clock 
in a village church steeple ringing the hour, and Joris. 
one of the men, broke the long silence by saying, 
“Yet there is time.” 

At sunrise there was a heavy mist and the rider 
watched his good horse Roland as he seemed to 
push aside the hase and with his head bent low and 
with one ear held alert for sounds on the road, the 
other ear laid batk as though listening for a word 
from his. master, the big horse kept galloping on 
and on,

Gracefulness, however, is not the only charm your 
hands must possess. They must show care and clean- 
liness. Dirty nails or rough, red skin would take every 
last particle of grace out of a graceful gesture. II 
your hands are given dally care they will not become 
red and rough Many people give their hands care- 
less treatment. After washing your hands be sure to 
rinse and dry them thoroughly. Hands that are halt 
dried will become rough and red, especially when one 
goes into the open air. 

Protect your hands as much as possible. When do- 
tng housework protect your hands with gloves. Rub- 
ber gloves should Se worn when the hands are in water, 
and loose fitting kid or cloth gloves when doing other 
work. If your hands become stained, rub them with 
lemon juice or alcohol to remove the stains. Dry mus- 
tard rubbed on your hands will remove disagreeable 


eolorn. 

At night before retiring your hands should be given 
as careful treatment as the face and neck. Scrub them 
good with a brush and pure soap and warm water. 
Rinse thoroughly and be sure to dry them carefully. 
If your hands are rough, rub a good cold cream, olive 
oll, or almond oll into them, then put on a loose Sitting 
pair of kid or cloth gloves. This will soften your 
hands and keep them from becoming dry and chapped. 

A splendid hand whitening formula to use on the 
hands after washing is fifteen grains of powdered 
borax, fifteen grains of common table salt. one-half 
dram of spirits of ammonia, one dram of oll of orange, 
two ounces of glycerin, and six ounces of alcohol.

Any woman can care fof her own nails who has ten 
minutes to spare upen them daily and a half an hour 
once a week. For daily care of the hands, I use ® 
tablespoon of green soap diluted with two tablespoons 
of water and ten drops of peroxide of hydrogen. I wet 
my orange wood stick, which has been wrapped about 
the foot with absorbent cotton, and with it clean my 
nails and gently push back the skin from them. Every 
day a little polish, either with the buffer or with the 
palm of my hand, does the rest. Dip the orange wood 
stick into the solution of green soap and clean under 
the nail, being careful not to push the inner skin away 
from the nail of in any way to bruise the nail itself. 

Never use a metal substance to clean the nails; it not 
only thickens them, but it corrugates the under side 
and makes them more susceptible to stain. 

The instruments needed for the weekly manicure are 
a good, slender nail Ole, two pairs of scissors, both 
curved, but one much mer than the other; emery 
boards, orange wood sticks, a cuticle knife and cleaner 
combined in one, a chamois buffer, a smal) bottle of 
peroxide, a small bottle of green soap diluted with 
water, and a few drops of peroxide, and a small pack- 
age of absorbent cotton.

OUGH few decided changes have 
been heralded in fashion fields for 
this coming season, there are a 
number of departures sufficiently 
different to merit attention end 

at the same time to prevent one's last 
year’s garments from staying stylish. 

These departures are all of them more 
or less the result of gradual growth.

T this season of the year, when 
many fruits are at their prime, we 
give much attention to preserving 
them. Usually we think thie must 

be done by cooking them, yet perfect 
peaches, pears, and grapes may with 
proper care be kept fresh for at least 
three months, and apples much longer. 
The necessity is that they be keg clean, 
cool, and dry. 

Our grandmothers kept such fruits in 
certain inaidis yet airy closete, of evenly

Fine bunches of grapes, capeciailly 
those which have been ripened in paper 
bags and 0 are sterile, are preserved 
by hanging them in @ cool, dust protect- 
ed place, after the cut end of the stalk 
has been dipped in shellac or peraffin to 
keep the water of the stem from evapo- 
rating. F the stem does not ehrive) the 
grapes will not. They are aleo kept im 
cotton, which admit the air but filters 
the dust so that R cannot bring to them 
agents Of decay. 

It requires precious care to keep fruit 
without cooking it, and & takes equally 
precious care to ook it so that t will 
keep. Few fruits can be boiled in sirup, 
especially a heavy one, & they are to 
keep shape, color, and arome, because 
the bolling shrivels them. The reason for 
thie ie that sugar has a great affinity for 
water and draws out thai in the fruit. 
Quinces, pineapple, and pumpkin must be 
rat cooked in water without sugar if to 
be preserved in a sirup. Uapecied pears 
oooked in a heavy sirup ebrivel. 


Ginger Pear, 

The following undouttedly is the orig- 
inal recipe for ginger pear, of which there 
have been made many variations, some 
using candied ginger and many of them 
too much ginger. Ginger root is now 
easy % obtain, anc. often quite inexpen- 
(give, Eight pounds of pears, eight pounds 
| of sugar, two ounces of green ginger—the 
|fresh root, the juice and rind of ex 
lemon and one tumbler of water. Peel 
the ginger root, cut in small pieces, and 
scak in the tumbler of water while pre- 
paring the pears. Boil all together until 
clear, Put into jelly glasses and Sal. It 
should be cooked elowly at a low tempera- 
ture. The smaller amount of g'nger is 
enough to favor the preserve desirably 
and yet leave the pear some character. 
Lee regular hard cooking pears. 


Jama, 

The amount of sugar used in making 
james depends upon the acidity of the fruit, 
which varies from year to year, and upon 
the kind used. Apple and quince ums re- 
quire from three-fourths to seven-eighthe 
as much sugar as fruit, anda little water. 
An equal weight of sugar is often used 
with quince; plum, bak weight, and grape 
the same. A common measure used for 
many fruite is seven pounds of sugar to 
ten of fruit. Some people cook a little, 
let it cool a few hours on ice to see if the 
rigbt proportion of sugar has been used.

Too much suger disguiges the taste of the 


fruit, makes the jam horny or greiny, and 
crystais are likely to form in ft, which 
show that sugar has been ted. 

Jam must be stirred every minute while 
It is cooking, even up to three hours, un- 
leas it e cooked over water. One test to 
decide when it ie enough is to dip 
a cold epoon into it and lift it out. If the 
jam runs em the epoon quickly, it has 
not boileci enough. When a thick thread 
appears, be lower half breaking off and 
the part left contracting, it is about done. 
A spoonful may then be cooled, and if it 
has the consistency of butter, and when 
thrown into water dissolves slowly, ft is

CHAPTER IL. 
NAPOLEON.

HE coup by which Napoleon seized the di- 
1 rectory and made himself First Consul 

dates at least from his setting out from 

Egypt, if, indeed, it had not been his object 
for a longer time. Once in office he boldly put 
himself at the head of affairs and launched out 
into his career of mastery which brooked no rival. 

With him were the other two consuls, Cambe- 
cérés and Lebrun, but they were no more than fig- 
Ureheads so completely did be dominate every: 
thing pertaining to the government of France. 

The council of state which he chose selected the 
material upon which the corps legislatif worked. 
Hie alone controlled all executive matters. He 
could promulgate laws; he could appoint and dis 
miss members of the council without consulting 
the other consuls; all foreign representatives were 
selected by him. As time went on he absorbed the 
powers and functions of other bodies and men, mak- 
ing himeelf absolute dictator and preparing the 
way for the crown he was shortly to assume. 

The first military operation of the consulate was 
to declare war against Austria and to invade. that 
country with a large army, The vietery of Ma- 
rengo was a lucky stroke for him, as opposition 
was rapie concentrating at home against the 
dictator. Ihen in the same Fear, 1800, followed 
the victory of Hohentinden, the result of which 
was a bumiliating peace signed by the Austrian 
emperor. By this France regained much she had 
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lost in territory since the peace of Campo Formio. 

Napoleon now outwitted his enemies by a 
Franco-Russian entente, the effect of which, how- 
ever, was almost nullified when the czar was as 
sassinated at home and Nelson won the battle of 
the Baltic. About this time the force Napoleon 
had left in Egypt when he came home to make 
his coup d'etat capitulated to a British army. 
This was followed by a stroke of diplomacy on his 
part when he concluded a peace with England. He 
bad found the British invincible on the sea and 
he gave up idea of conquest anywhere but on 
the continent This was the treaty of Amiens, 
so often referred to in history. It was a fine 
stroke of business policy and it strengthened the 
opinion of most continental statesmen that they 
now had to deal not only with a military leader 
of consummate ability but a diplomat the equal 
of any. 

2 


No Bounds to His Ambition. 


Now he began his secret campaign for perpetu- 
ation in office. By a trick the senate, which 
wished to elect him only for ten years, was out- 
witted and the proposal which went to the people 
was to confirm him for life. The vote was over 
whelmingly in his favor and be took office in 1802, 
using the kingly Napoleon instead of his family 
name. Things now went rapidly forward, and not 
only Eugland but all Europe soon saw that there 
were no bounds to his ambition. His influence was 
seen in the crippling of British trade and in his 
policy towards Italy, Germany, and the Dutch re- 
public. In the latter country he had been able to 
change the constitution eo that the government 
control was in French hands and French sol- 
diers manned the fortresses. He had himself de 
clared president. Then with stupefaction Burope 
beheld Napoleon’s troops once more in Switzer 
land. 

The English awoke to find that he had designs 
on their possessions in the Mediterranean, This 
led to strained relations culminating in his prepa- 
rations for war. He proposed to invade England 
For funds he was using the money he got for 
Louisiana, and still other funds exacted from Spain, 
Hanover, Portugal, and Naples. 

Whether or not there was a royalist plot at this 
time to kill him is not a settled fact, but his police 
arrested several supporters of the Count d’Artols, 
brother of Louis XVI. Among them was the Duke 
A Eughien, who was executed in 1804. Napoleon 
in later years acknowledged his responsibility for 
this act. In May of that year Napoleon received 
the title of emperor, which was made hereditary, 
In the whole empire but 2,560 votes were cast 
against this change of government. 

Having now almost by a bound attained thie 
great imperial dignity, the man who only a few 
years before had been an obscure artillery officer 
wet out to justify hie elevation by a series of mili- 
tary campaigns the like of which in ambition and 
scope the world had never beheld,

Crowned Himself Emperor. 

He crowned himself emperor in May, 1805, and the 
fact that he used the iron crown of Lombardy told 
Europe something of hie intentions, and this and

Genoa to anger Austria, which it did, and war 
broke out. Napoleon struck suddenly. Throwing 
a huge army across the border be found the enemy 
at Ulm. He discovered also that the Austrians 
had cleared the line of his march of nearly every- 
thing the army needed on which to subsist. It bad 
moved so suddenly that the French force suffered 
for wearing apparel as well as for food. The ad- 
vance was made in disorder and almost in mutiny. 
The suffering was dreadful. The start was made 
with only four days’ provisions and the emperor 
refused to forward more supplies. Besides, it was 
now too late. 

Actions took place. at Albeck and Elchingen. 
With great bravery in the face of fire the French 
rebuilt a destroyed bridge at the latter place, 
crossed it, and drove the Austrians before them, 
eapturing 8,000 cavalry. By Oct. 15, Mack, the 
Austrian commander, was entirely surrounded, and 
by a trick of Napoleon, who was of course in com 
mand, was compelled to surrender. Before the end 
ef the month the Austrian force opposing him 
were prisoners or in fight. 

No time was lost by Napoleon, who advanced 
with hig combined force towards Vienna. After fights 
at Diirrenstein and Hollabrun, the French force 
of 97,000 confronted the army of the allies, now 
numbering about 86,000 men. Perceiving that it 
was their intention to cut him off from his ad- 
vance on Vienna, Napoleon disclosed to his mea 
his own plans and then gave battle at Austerlits, 
his first great struggle in which be commanded, 
The result wae the complete defeat of the allies 
who persisted in fighting according to the old sys 
tem, which Napoleon knew how to frustrate. 

After Austerlita Napoleon compelled Austria to 
cede to Italy Venetia, Ietria, and Dalmatia. He 
took certain lands in Swabia and gave them to his 
South German allles. Austria, likewise, had to 
recognize what Napoleon had done in Italy. 


king sent an ambassador to protest. Napoleon gave 
no answer until he had won at Avusterlits. After 
that the Prussian monarch was glad to let the 
matter drop. Austeriits having been settled, Na- 
poleon decided to invade Prussia to punish the 
king for his presumption in objecting te the viola- 
tion of Anspach. 

The Prussian force lay from Mayence to Dres- 
den, with a force at Weimar , which it was intead- 
ed to move into Franconia. On Oct. 9 the French 
swept out of the mountains and forests, the car- 
alry hidden bebind the intantry for a surprise. 
The enemy’s outposts were overwhelmed and driven 
on to the plain. The main force of Prussians, how- 
ever, was not located until Oct. 12, and the battle 
at Jena did not begin until two days later. 

First the French under Soult and Augereau, al- 
though badly placed, succeeded in routing the 
Prussians on the Landgrafenberg, and before noon 
the latter were in hopeleas confusion and by mid- 
afternoon Napoleon threw his cavalry upon them 
and the victory was complete. 

At the same time the French under Davoust 
also defeated with great loss a Prussian army at 
Kosen. The tactics of the French were much su- 
perior, but there was a moment when their defeat 
seemed certain had not the Duke of Branswick 
been slain and the news of Prussian defeat at Jena 
come in time to demoralize the enemy and put them 
to flight. This is ealled the battle of Auerstadt 

The défeated force apent the night in retreat 
towards Lubeck. The pursuing French were wel- 
comed by the inhabitants of the country through 
which they passed, so greatly was the Prussian 
army hated by the people. This was even true of 
Berlin when the conquerors reached that place, on 
Oct. 26. Meanwhile Hohenlohe’s army had capite 
lated to the French under Murat at Preuslau, leav- 
ing Blucher the only other Prussian commander in 
the field, 
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Josephine, married to the Bavarian princess und 
insisted that his brother Jerome, whom he had set 
up as king of Westphalia, take for wife the daugh- 
ter of the elector of Wurtemberg. Stephanie Beau- 
harnais, his wife’s niece, was promised to the son 
of the Duke of Baden. 

Then he interfered in Naples, where the king 
had, so he said, broken his treaty. The king fled 
to Sicily at the approach of a French army and 
Joseph Bonaparte was put on the throne in 1806, 
Bugene Beauharnais ruled at Milan. Louis Bona- 
parte was installed as king of Holland, the repub- 
lie having been dissolved. Murat, Napoleon's 
brother-in-law, was established in the duchy of 
Berg, to which had been annexed a part of Cleves. 

With other petty Germanic states he played 
chess, moving the manikin rulers about as suited 
his purpose, which was always to strengthen his 
power by geographical shuffling, marriages, or the 
appointment of rulers.

Holy Roman Empire Ends. 

He now had Austria so weakened and 8 sur 
rounded with kingdoms and states of his making 
that at last he announced the Holy Roman empire 
was at an end, and it waa, 

While Napoleon was in Berlin and his troops 
were overrunning Prussia he learned that a Ris- 
sian army wes gathering on the eastern frontier 
to ald the Prussians. Napoleon advanced into 
Poland to meet it, encountering conditions different 
from those he had heretofore met. There were no 
Polish roads and the country was poor. 

But by Nov. 2 Davoust had pushed on to War 
saw, with the remainder of the army following 
closely behind. Warsaw was reached on Nov. 30, 
Napoléon pushed forward troops as fast as they 
could be organised, many of them militia regiments 
thrown together in Prussia. Skirmishes and even 
battles were fought around Pultusk, and then be- 
gan what is called the Bylau campaign, in which 
the Russian army with some Prussian troops num- 
bered about 90,000. By February Napoleon pre- 
pared to cut off the enemy’s communication with 
Russia. The French closed in on the allies, but 
Ney had been delayed by bad roads and severe 
weather, and when Augereau delivered the initial 
attack the Russians, reinforced by the Prussian 
allies, gave battle and Augereau's force was nearly 
annihilated. Both sides, exhausted, drew of Le

Prussia Pays Indemnity. 

Things now began to turn against the conquerot 
Austria was arming, Napoleon's relations with 
Russia were not of the best, and the Hohenzollerns 
seemed almost as unbeaten as ever. He did, how- 
ever, wrest 140,000,000 thalers indemnity from Prus- 
sia and compelled the reduction of its army to 42,000. 

He got little, even in promises, from the czar, 
who, on the other hand, succeeded in getting from 
him Finland and the Danubian provinces and the 
withdrawal of the French troops from the Oder. 
Napoleon began his Spanish campaign and soon 
entered Madrid. While he was engaged in Spain 
with the British he heard that Austria was pre 
paring for war. He also heard of a plot against 
him in France between Talleyrand and Murat aad 
he flew to Paris to put it down. He was just in 
time to organize his Danubian campaign. He 
called for the contingent of 1810 and notified afl 
his vaseal states to be ready to coSperate. By Sept. 
15 the whole army was concentrated between Land- 
shut, Augsburg, Regensburg, and Dorauworth. 

After some encounters and mistakes on both 
sides a serious engagement took place at Hckmuhi, 
when, if Napoleon had followed his own judgment, 
the result would have been decisive, instead of 
which he rested his men and the enemy escaped. 
The next day, while pursuing the enemy, Napoleon 
received hie only wound. Later the French were 
checked with heavy loss, but Napoleon turned about 
and led his army into Vienna on May 12, after a 
three day siege. Nine days later, at Aspern, Napo- 
leon was defeated for the first time in his 
live. Retreating to the island of Lobau, the 
French army huddled together disheartened and 
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on July 5 and 6 in one of the bloodiest 
history.

HERE is a war raging in America

It is obvious that the music trade 
will be stimulated because of the impos- 
sibility of going to Europe for study. It 
is also obvious that if the musicians who 
have been making their living in what is 
now the war zone come to this country 
our native musicians will have to use 
every legitimate means to compete guc- 
cessfully with them. A foreign name and 
a String of thrilling war stories, with all 
the pathos of a home destroyed, in the 
hands of a capable press agent will un- 
doubtedly be effective.

At the same time, Mrs. Bull-Ljung- 
gren has brought to light the original 
manuscript to the music that Ole Bull 
wrote for the orchestra to the play. 

The discovered manuscripts are of 
great interest to collectors. And mu- 
seums or other public collections that 
might acquire them will be the happy 
possessor of objects of considerable art- 
historical value.

The sunflower is cul- 
tivated by the government of Satatorf 
solely for its seeds. Tea plantations have 
been established south of Paetigorsk, the 
Monte Carlo of the southern Caucasus. 
A favorite fruit is the mangosteen, about 
the size of a small apple, brought from 
the East Indies.

The national bread is of rye, tough and 
sour, not unlike the German black bread. 
But since wheat has become so plentiful 
white bread is rapidly taking its plece, 
especially in the cities. 

Blinis hold first place among the cere- 
monial foods. They are eaten all over 
Russia from the most humble. peasant 
home to the winter palace. But they are 
eaten only one week of the year—carnival 
week—the week preceding Lent. They are 
nothing more nor less than buckwheat 
cakes, made exactly as the Americans 
make them, excepting that they are en- 
tirely of buckwheat and are perhaps 4 
little larger than the average American 
cake. They are eaten with hot melted 
butter, the thick cream, and fresh caviar. 
A fancier form of blinis has onions, car- 
rots, and whitebait baked into the paste. 

Twice a day during carnival week the 
blinis in one form or another are de- 
voured by all the millions of Russia. 
The merchants, who are still a special 
“ caste in Russia, make it a point to eat 
as many as possible, and manage to con- 
sume several dozen at a sitting. 

Russians are the most fastidious of 
gourmets, and the nobility are the true 
aristocrats. It was a Russian grand duke 
who after returning from a visit to Amer- 
ica not long ago proclaimed our cookery 
the worst in the world. He said he had 
nearly starved to death during his visit 

from the fact he had not been able to 
find anything fit to eat. And truly the 
cookery is excellent whether in the splen- 
did restaurants of St. Petersburg and 
Moscow or the humblest peasant's home, 
and everywhere there is a grand hospi- 
tality and generosity that causes a visit 
to Russia never to be forgotten. 

_ 

But there is one ugly feature of Russian 
life. Its name is graft. Talk about our 
politicians as you will; but as bold, un- 
blushing grafters some of the Russians 
make them look like petty pikers. The 
food laws and weights and measures law 
are easily evaded through graft, and 
home made wines bear the stamp and seal 
of the imported articles. If was graft 
that caused the Russian defeat by Japan. 
It is graft that is the one serious menace 
to the nation’s progress. 

In St. Petersburg there is a man famous 
for his dinners and his wines. As he is 
not wealthy his friends wonder how he 
does it. One day not long ago a Russian 
prince, belonging to the suite of the cZar, 
solved it. He was sitting in a café with 
the diner when a servant in court livery 
peeped in from a rear door and beckoned. 
The prince thought the signal was for 
him, but the dinner giver put in with a 
dry laugh: “Never mind! That's my 
purveyor general. He has something for 
me. We'll have good wine to drink his 

majesty’s health in tonight.” 

They went out into a rear corridor where 
they found the servant had a big basket, 
It contained twenty bottles of the finest 
wines which the dinner giver paid for 


at a trifie, and then sent them to his house 
by a publie porter. The wines had come 
from the czar’s cellars. 

It was far from an isolated case. A reg- 
ular traffic in choice delicacies, including 
fruit, poultry, and confectionery, is con- 
stantly going on between the czar's pan- 
try and the back doors of epicures of the 
capital, some of whom are well able to 
pay for their supplies at market prices, 
but who have the ingrained Russiah love 
of graft. 

Even the tableware is taken from the 
palace and sold by kitchen servants and 
waiters. Some time ago a well known 
Russian artist, prowling about in search 
of curios, came upon a beautiful sevres 
Plate, emblazoned with the imperial arms 
and monogram,ina junk shop. He bought 
it for a trifle and then the dealer said: 

“If you care for rubbish of that sort, I 
can give you lots of it. 

Do, by all means,“ replied the artist. 

In a few weeks he had accumulated 
several dozen specimens of the fine china 
and glassware, all stolen from Czarko- 
Selo. One day he asked the czar to come 
and see his newest curios. The monarch 
Was enraged when the matter was ex- 
plained to him. There was a cleaning 
out of servants and the police grabbed 
the junk dealer, but the practice was only 
temporarily abated. 
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The czar's table is financed on a scale 
of enormous extravagance. Each dish is 
put down at ten rubles ($7.70) and each 
single article of food counts as a dish, 
though it may be only 4 few olivesora 
bunch of celery. At great state dinners 
the figuring is still higher. Then the 
champagne served at the imperial table is 
of the choicest brand of the czar’s cellars. 
The same is supposed to be served at the 
other tables, but here the real quality is 
worse than suspicious. 

The czar’s chef—M. Eugene Kratz—en- 
joys a salary of $20,000 a year and social 
privileges equal to those of a general in 
the Russian army. a 

French wines are the favorite in Rus- 
sia, but on account of the enormous duty 
they are frightfully expensive. No bottle 
of Rheims champagne can be bought for 
less than $7.70. An ordinary whiskey and 
soda costs from $1 to $1.50. The wine 
bottles are cross gartered with strips of 
official paper, each representing a cua- 
toms receipt. 

Vodka, the national drink, is distilled 
from rye. Kumiss, widely imitated in 
America, is an alcoholic liquor distilled 
by the Calmuck Tartars from mares’ 
milk as it is undergoing fermentation. 
Twenty-one ounces of the milk yield 
fourteen ounces of low wines, which by 
rectification give six ounces of pretty 
strong alcohol. Cow's milk, because of 
ite containing less ssgcharine matter, 
yields much less spirit. 

Kummel is a Russian cordial most fa- 
miliar to Americans. It is flavored with 
kummin and caraway seeds. The finest 
quality comes from Weissenshem in Es- 


thonia, but Riga is the chief seat of its 
manufacture.

The fastidious palates of the Russian 
epicures demand the highest grade teas 
grown. This is supplied in the gunpowder 
and hyson teas, and in the pekoe, con- 
sisting of the youngest leaves of the first 
Pickings. So delicate is this tea, so sus- 
ceptible to outer influences, that the im- 
porters dare not transport it on the 
water, lest it be impaired by the flavor 
and dampness of the salt water. So it is 
brought overland all the way from China 
and India. An enormous business in the 
tea is done by the Siberian overland 
traders, 3 5 


— 


Petersburg. 


Everybody in Russia drinks tea. Of 
course it is not all brought overland, but 
it is all excellent, and to the Russian the 
English and American brew is a sicken- 
ing draft. At morning and at ov 
times during the day tea is made by 
means of the samovar. Every home. 
however humble, has at least one sam- 
over. It is a convenient contrivance, 
portable, and often taking the place of 
the stove in tea making. The vessel is 
filled with water whichis heated by char- 
coal placed in a pipe with chimney at- 
tached, which passes through the urn. 
They have capacities for heating from 
twelve to thirty glasses of water, for pri- 
vate homes, and from one to five gallons 
for hotel purposes. Some are in most 
beautiful shapes. The prettiest urns are 
of pinchbeck, an alloy of copper and tine 
which gives the vessel a fine golden ap- 


pearance. They cost from $3.75 to §80. 
> 
The Russian breakfast, almost un- 


versal, is tea and rolls, sometimes with 
butter and jam added. A fire in the 
kitchen stove before luncheon is the ex- 
ception, hence the popularity of the 
samovar. 


Before dinner or lunch the hotel and 
restaurant patrons make a preliminary 
meal from the zabouska buffet. The 
same practice prevails at homes at din- 
ner parties, but not at other times, as is 
erroneously supposed. The sabouska 
buffet corresponds to the smorgasbord of 
Sweden. On it dre spread a wonderful 
variety of spiced and pickled dishes, which 
the diners eat standing or as they stro!\ 
about in the hall. Spiced eels, stuffed 
crayfish, chillle stuffed with potato, 
olives, minced red cabbage, smoked goose 
flesh, smoked sturgeon, smoked salmon. 
raw herring, pickled mushrooms, pota- 
toes and celery, radishes, and caviar are 
the principal dishes found on the zabouska 
buffet. Always they are accompanied by 
a goodly array of liqueur bottles, includ- 
ing the indispensable vodka. 


Typical and elegant zabouska counters 
are found at the Slavianski Bazaar res- 
taurant in Moscow. The habitues select 
a plateful of the snacks, pay for them, 
and walk about eating them. But the 
cold menu counter at the Slavianski is 
even more remarkable than the zabouska 
counter. On ovals of wood edged with 
silver are the salmon, veal, boiled beef, 
suckling pig, giant crayfish, and bowls 
of cream. A typical lunch here would 
consist of sabouska, seHanka with raa- 
tegai, cold suckling pig, and cream and 
horseradish, and orange salad. The din- 
ner features are the soups and great va- 
riety of excellent fresh water fish. 


The Ermitage in Moscow is one of the 
historical restaurants of the world. The 
elegant zabouska counter is located under 
the musicians’ gallery. The waiters are 
garbed in Tartar drese—long white tunics 
with a red cord at the waist. On Sun- 
days and holidays they wear colored silk 
garments. At the Bolskoi Moscovski the 
waiters also wear Tartar costumes. The 
bearded waiters are a never ending curi- 
osity to American visitors. The Yar, the 
Golden Anchor, and the Strelna are the 
Bohemian resorts of Moscow. The Yar 
is celebrated for its sterlet. 


Cubats is the best restaurant in St. 
Petersburg. Other estimable eating 
places of the capital are: Dinan’s, 
L. Ours, Hotel de l' Europe, Constant’s on 
the Moika, Pivato's, which makes a spe- 
olalty of luncheons; Leiner’s, Palkine, 
Felcien’s, on the islands, and Ernest's, on 
the road to the iglands. The Sama 
a favorite resort for sleighing par is 
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uke an electric shock. The royalist cause found 


itself stranded, and Louis XVIII. took to his heels, 
followed by his court. The marshals who had be- 
trayed Napoleon, together with thousands of his sol- 
diers who had gone over to the enemy, rushed to 


welcome him. At Marseilles a man drew a dagger 


to kill him. Napoleon-drew open his coat and told 
him to strike. The emotional would be assassin 
dropped down, embraced the emperor's knees, and 
begged his forgiveness. A revulsion of feeling in 
Napoleon’s favor swept the land. Officials tore off 
the royalist colors and offered their services to their 
old commander. The excitable nation sobbed with 
emotion. 

An army was quickly organized, and after giving 
the country a modified constitution he set out for 
Belgium, whence the army had proceeded. He now 
had to face in addition to the old allies Great Brit- 
ain. On his whole eastern frontier he had stationed 
along the line six corps under fairly competent com- 
manders, besides Grouchy’s cavalry at Guise. Mor- 


tler and the imperial guard remained in Paris. Be- 


sides these 36,000 men were scattered between 
Basel and Nice, at Lyons, or watching the royalists 
at La Vendee. 

The English; Prussian, and Dutch troops were in 
Belgium, Schwarzenberg with 210,000 Austrians was 
on the Rhine frontier, while a smaller force was 
somewhere near Nice. The Russian army, esti- 
mated at 150,000, had not yet arrived. It was for 
them that Wellington and Blucher waited, the object 
being to advance on Paris as soon as the junction had 
been formed. 

Napoleon therefore determined to strike at Wel- 
lington immediately. The British commander had 
his base at Ostend and occupied west Belgium, while 
Blucher war in the eastern part, resting on Coblens. 
After he had disposed of these forces it was Napo- 
leon’s design to strike the Austrians and Russians 
coming in from the east. The first blow he hoped to 
deliver in a way to separate Wellington and Blucher. 
These allies had between them about 100,000 troops 
under Wellington and 115,000 under Blucher. 

Early in June the emperor’s army began to get 
together, and by the 14th he had at Solre, Philippe- 
ville, and Beaumont 124,000 men before the enemy 
had the least suspicion of it. 


a 


Army Composed of Veterans. 

The army he had marshaled with which 
give battle, althouga much smaller than that of 
his opponents, was composed entirely of French- 
men, a large proportion of whom had been with 
him during some of his most trying and victorious 
campaigns. 

The absence of Murat and Devoust was greatly 
felt among the commanders. 

By the time battle was ready to be given the 
army had come together from Lisle, Metz, Mezieres, 
Valenciennes, and Laon, while the imperial guard 
had been dispatched from Paris, arriving a few 
days before fighting began. This whole force was 
disposed about Avesnes, on the Sambre river. June 
15 a spirited advance was made across the fron- 
tier in the direction of Brussels, the object being 
to divide the allies. 

He struck, and struck quickly, crossing the Sam- 
bre at the point of tae bayonet and driving Bluch- 
er's forces before him. At the same time he had 
advanced on Fleurus, pushing back Blucher's forces 
there. Another wing of his army had reacned the 
Chatelet bridge. His plan was to throw his cen- 
ter and right on Blucher's main force while his left 
under Ney would guard against the coming of 
Engliso aid. Ney's troops, which had been twenty- 
four hours on the march before they got this order, 
were slow in occupying Quatre Bras, but at last 
took up their position. 

Meanwhile Wellington ‘had learned of the 
French advance and rode over to Blucher's com- 
mand at Quatre Bras, where 80,000 troops lay in 
readiness behind St. Armand, Ligny, and Sombref. 
There was a dispute as to the allies’ plan, but Wel- 
lington agreed to bring his force to Quatre Bras 
by the Namur road if he was not himself attacked. 

A Freuen force of 18,000 men supported by 
artillery began the attack on the Prussians at 
Quatre Bras. Ney would have had double that 
number, but the others had been drawn off by the 
emperor to Ligny. At that ne had a numerical ad- 
vantage over the allied force he immediately at- 
tacked and which was decidedly getting the worst 
of it when reinforcements appeared. The Duke of 
Brunswick had been killed and the Prince of 
Orange was being hard pressed at Pierremont. 
Tne heavy French advantage of cavalry with artil- 
lery support was again gaining the day as the Eng- 
lish allies came up...The guards under Picton, with 
Prussian aid, contested the bloody field and, in 
spite of terrific slaughter by culrassiers and the 
heavy guns, they regained by nightfall all the 
ground lost during the afternoon by the Belgians 
and Germans. 

The only advanced ground kept by the French 
was a farm at Gemaiucourt.

Blucher Forced Back. 

Almost at the close of the day's battle the Prus- 
sian center was compelled to give way and Bluca- 
er found himself forced back all along the line. 
Under cover of the night and a part of the next 
day he retreated in good order toward Wellington. 

When the latter learned this and the position of 
Blucher's defeated army ‘ne decided to give battle 
at Mont St. Jean. Blucher sent word that he 
would dispatch ald to him. About noon Wellington 
was between Brussels, Quatre Bras, and the enemy, 
coming from the vicinity of Ligny in a heavy 
shower of rain. 

To defend his rignt from attack Wellington sent 
Prince Frederick with about 20,000 men to Hals, 
twelve miles away. The main body of the allies 
had now been joined by Bulow’s division, which 
was quite fresh, and news had come that Blucher’s 
waole army was on the way. 

The place of battle was a little valley with hills 
on each side. The English occupied the northern, 
the French the southern, vides with their artil- 
lery. The Brussels road ran through the position 
of each force and Napoleon had intended to pro- 
ceed thence to Brussels. The English wings were 
protected, the right by a ravine and a village called 
Merk Braine, the left by two other hamlets. Be- 
fore the right. flank was a strong body of allies in 
the Hougoumont farm house, while before the cen- 
ter was another known as La Haye Sainte. The 
village of La Hay was away at the end of the left 
wing position, Behind the French right was a vil- 
lage called Planchenoit. 

June 18, tne day of Waterloo, opened with a 
heavy rein and it was not until 9 o'clock that each 
side could see the other’s position. The English 
formed in two lines, the cavalry tehind the center 
and right of toe first line. Learning of suspected 
Belgian treason, Wellington had scattered the Bel- 
gian allies among his various divisions. 

The French formation was practically the same 
as the English. 

About noon the Hougoumont garrison received 
a fierce attack from the left Frenen wing under 
Jerome Bonaparte. The French occupied the wood 
around it, but could not take the house from the 
British. 

The French left and the British rigat engagel 
in an artillery duel, while Ney attacked the allies’ 
center and left. This was to carry the allied posi- 
tion at La Haye Sainte and at Mont Saint Jean, 
cutting the enemy off from Brussels. 

Supported by artillery Ney had 18,000 infantry 
in four columns. One attacked the left; tae re- 
mainder the left center. 

The Dutch and Belgians in front fled before 
them, but two brigades under Picton, about one- 
fourth the size of the attacking force, waited until 
the French reached the top of tne ridge, fired, and 
then charged, driving them back cut to pieces and 
in disorder. Picton fell, but bis men went on, and, 
supported by cavalry, fell upon the enemy, captur- 
the 2,000 infantry, cutting down artillerymen and 
killing the horses, thus rendering tae guns useless. 
Indeed, they went so far that a force had to be sent 
to their relief.

French Cavalry Beaten. 

At the same time the French cavalry, which nad 
come to Ney's aid, were met and completely beaten 
by the English horsemen along the Charleroi road. 

To offset this the Frenca put up a strong artillery 
fire across the valley, which was kept up half the 
afternoon, while new attacks wen made on Hou- 
goumont and La Haye Sainte, and large bodies of 
cavalry assailed the gunners on Wellington's right. 
The latter by sheer bravery gained tae heights 
and took the cannon, only to be routed by the Brit- 
ish infantry squares through which the horsemen 
could not penetrate and whica shot them down or 
chased them from their position, practically putting 
that arm of the French service out of commission 
for the day. 

Napoleon's infantry fared better, capturing La 
Haye Sainte. But his right wing now began to 
retire before the forces of Blucher and Bulow, and 
Lobau, wao was sent to its assistance, had his 
right wing turned by the Germans. 

The struggle now centered on the possession of 
Planchenoit behind the French right. This was 
defended with the same ‘heroism which the British 
displayed at Hougoumont. The British right center 
was now desperately resisting the repeated blows 
of a great part of the French army and only the 
stubbornness for which they were noted enabled 
them to stand the terrible punishment inflicted.

But the general business of the great na- 
tions of Europe will be entirely suspended 
while the countries are at war, and mar- 
kets which heretofore were controlled by 
Europan manufacturers will now be open 
to development by American concerns ab- 
solutely without competition.

American business had been well estab- 
lished in the countries now at war, and 
whl be revived when the sun of peace 
shines upon them once more. On the 
other hand, the losses sustained by Amer- 
icam manufacturers through the closing. 
of the European markets will be more 
than offset by the advantages obtained 
in Other foreign countries, territories that 
formerly yielded rich revenue to foreign 
carmakers. 

South America will undoubtedly prove 
a fertile field for the sale of American 
high clases cars, now that its immense 
trade with European countries Is cut off, 
The republics south of the isthmus of 
Paname have already appealed to the 
United States to supply them with the 
necessities that were formerly imported 
from Burope. America needs only to take 
full advantage of the stagnated condi- 
tion of industry and commerce abroad to 
be well established in South America 
when Europe recovers from the war.

Grenades Deadly 
in Close Quarters. 


The hand grenade is an old weapon re- 
vived. It is simply a bomb light enough 
to be thrown by hand or to be shot from 
an ordinary rifle. Bach bomb contains 
a number of projectiles which are scat- 
tered forward and to the right and left 
when the bomb blows up, and tney are 
eet off by a sensitive percussion cap which 
explodes when the grenade hits the 
ground.

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OMALHAUT is a southern star far- 


tares, the red sun which has been 
showing for a number of weeks. 
It is just climbing into view. 
It is known as the lonely star, having 
no neighbors and being so isolated that it 
can be identified without other direction 
than to look into the southeast. 


Usually it is September before Fomali- 
haut is observed, but it comes into the 
sky in August. As night drops earlier 
and earlier it will be found making its 
mall arc in the southern skies. 


To make sure of identification, if there 
be any doubt, continue the line which 
runs from the pointers of the Big Dipper, 
the two stars in the outer line of the bowl, 
on through the pole star and directly 
south about 120 degrees. The Dipper has 
so shifted in these months that this line 
will run south. For further identification 
observe that Fomalhaut is at the end of 
a sigzag of small stars which can de seen 
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easily toward the south in autumn. This 


sun is up now, but in September it will 
be better observed. . 
It is a herald of autumn. One expects 
soon to find the fringed gentian after see- 
ing that Fomalhaut has come into the 


southeast again. It is a forerunner of the 


red and yellow leaf, of thinning foliage, 
shortening days, hoar frost, and lighted 
fires. it marks a turn of seasons and the 
imminence of frost. 

It has « short span in our sky, being 80 
far south. In December it disappears. 
from the evening heavens. Capella also 
comes back as Fomalhaut returna, but ita 
sweep is greater, being in the north. 
Fomalhaut is one of the four royal stars. 


the others being Regulus Antares, ank 


Aldebaran. It gives out twenty-one 


times as much light as our sun and is 


twenty-one light years distant. Itis 4 
reddish sun and the leading star in the 
constallation of Piscis Australis, the 
Southern Fish.
